W ashington, Aug. 3.—The report of 
the com m ittee of the house of repre­ 
sentatives directed more than a year 
ago to investigate the United States 
Steel corporation was subm itted to t tie 
house by R epresentative Stanley, of 
Kentucky, chairm an of the committee. 
T he report was signed by the chair­ 
man and R epresentatives Bartlett, of 
Georgia; McGllllcuddy, Maine; Beall, 
Texas, and Littleton, New York; Rep 
reeentatives Gardner, M assachusetts; 
Danforth, New York; 
Young, Michi­ 
gan, and 
Sterling, Illinois, 
Republi­ 
cans, dissented from the report ot tile 
majority. 
R epresentative Littleton, Democrat, 
dissenting from the recom m endations 
of ti e majority for am endm ent of the 
Sherm an anti trust law. filed his views 
on that subject. 
The report of the 
majority deals 
with the steel trust from its inception 
and describes the various steps by 
which J. F. Morgan aud his associates 
built up the corporation. In addition to 
recom m endations ior legislation sug­ 
gested as 
remedial, the Democratic 
m em bers of the com m ittee m ade gen­ 
eral accusations abalnst the men re­ 
sponsible for the organization. 
J. I*. Morgan and hts associates ate 
held up as being b‘*neflciaries of enor­ 
mous profits realized from overcapi­ 
talization of the subsidiary companies 
of the Steel Corporation and later of 
the corporation itself. 
Judge E. H. Gary and the “Gary 
dinners" to steel m anufacturers are 
credited 
with a schem e 
by which 
prices and territory were controlled by 
the "steel trust" after pooling agree­ 
m ents were discarded. 
Form er President Roosevelt is ac­ 
cused of aiding in making the control 
of the steel trust absolute and is charg­ 
ed with being responsible for the gi­ 
gantic stature which th e "trust" has 
attained 
The United States Steel corporation, 
flayed as an enemy of organized labor. 
is accused of lowering the sociological 
conditions of its employes and of con 
tributiug to American industry work­ 
men and work methods un-American 
and foreign to the best interests of 
labor. 
Principal stockholders of the Steel 
Corporation are accused of exerting a 
powerful and injurious influence on 
the business of the United States by 
m eans of control exercised through 
interlocking directorates of railway 
and industrial organizations 
The activity of the cori»oratlon In 
politics is laid bare and Its influence 
described, and the 'steel tru s t” as a 
tarifT benefi iar> and its part in the 
making of the Payne-Aldrich tariff act 
are touched upon by the Democrats. 
The effort of the com m ittee to m as­ 
ter the moves of the financiers who or 
ganized the "trust" resulted In a m an 
of figures which showed vast profits 
to 
those 
who 
were 
Interested. 
In 
speaking of watered stocks the m a­ 
jority com m ent is: 
"in some instances stocks were not 
w atered’ In the ordinary acceptance 
of that term ; they were literally de­ 
luged. T he cost of constructing or re­ 
producing the several plants constitut­ 
ing the combine was Inconsequential 
ais com pared with the value of this 
new device for enjoying with Immu­ 
nity an old and hitherto forbidden 
privilege- an absolute monopoly in a 
valuable and necessary article of com­ 
merce." 
From Julian Kennedy, an engineer, 
the com m ittee traced the development 
of the National Tube com pany, a sub­ 
sidiary of the United S tates Steel cor­ 
poration. by J P. Morgan. He told the 
com m ittee that he found the "actual 
value of these plants did not exceed 
$ 18,(MMI,OOO, and that the ow ners were 
dem oralized and disheartened.”

com m ittee says; 
“ Undismayed by this dismal pros 
pect, J. P. Morgan it Co., with an 
am azing audacity, launched this new

monopoly on its course 
with a total capitalization of 9*0,000,- 
ooo, aud received as com pensation se­ 
curities of this concern aggregating 
$2 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 ." 
The three bills In which the recoin 
(Herniations of the majority of the coni 
rn lite# are emliodied 
are, 
first, an 
intend men t to the S herm an am i trust 
act which would put the burden of 
proof in ail action for violation of the 
act upon the defendant corporation; 
would permit any out* to bring a suit 
in equity, instead of 
leaving such 
low er in the hands of the govern 
meat, where It is at present, and would 
define unreasonable restraint 
to be 
the control of as little as 3o per cent 
of the value of the total quantity of any 
specified article. The second bill wou'd 
prohibit railroad supply m anufactur­ 
ers, including the m akers of rails and 
structural steel, and persons engaged 
in the mining and sale «4 coal from 
becoming directors or officers of rail­ 
roads engaged in Interstate commerce. 
Th# third would make Illegal the own­ 
ership of railways by industrial or min­ 
ing corporations, firms, com panias or 
officers.

— “God bless 
you, gentlem en!" cried Mrs. Daisy Ul­ 
rich Opie Grace when the Jury found 
her not guilty of the charge of shooting 
her husband. 
There was a note of hysteria in Mrs. 
Grace's voice, and she seemed on the 
verge of a collapse, but ber lawyers 
patted her on the shoulder and urged 
her to restrain herself, aud she soon 
bec am e calm. 
Then the crowd in th e court room 
cheered the verdict and surged about 
Mrs. Grace, many of the women weep­ 
ing. At last the deadly w hiteness of 
Mrs. G race’s face was relieved by a 
flush and she began to smile. Then 
she approached 
each of the twelve 
jurors and gave them thanks. 
"I feel tike kissing aud hugging you 
all," said Mrs. Grace. "I trusted you 
all the time. 
I knew you would not 
believe what they said about me.” 
Followed by a cheering throng, Mrs. 
Grace soon left the court room and 
went to the offices of her attorneys. 
There she re el vee! a telegram from 
her sister in Philadelphia to the effect 
that Mrs. G ra c e s blind son is 111. 
“ I will go to little W ebster at once,” 
said Mrs Grace. 
She intends to return to her old 
home at once. 
Eugene Grace was not in court. He 
was taken back to his home in New­ 
nan, and there heart the verdict. 
"I don't care what the Jury said,” 
declared thp paralyzed husband; “she 
Is guilty, and she knows It.” 
Grace announced that he will make 
a statem ent ab-.ut the case and at once 
sue for a divorce. 
The verdict was generally expected. 
If was con cdod that the state failed 
to sustain the chargfl that Mrs Grac e 
had drugge t and shot her husband a!'d 
locked him in to die in order to get 
$25,(MJH insurance on his life. 
Mrs. G ra ce s testim ony bad a tre­ 
mendous effect on the Jury and Its 
main statem ents were generally cred­ 
ited, especially those relating to the 
large sum s ol money she had lavished 
on Grace and his attentions to other 
women. 
It developed that Mrs. Daisy Grace's 
rem arkable story of the shooting of 
her husband was a carefully prepared 
declamation, pruned, am ended and pol­ 
ished by her lawyers, and as carefully 
rehearsed as a dram atic offering by a 
professional actress. 
For over two m onths Mrs. Grace re­ 
hearsed th*- statem ent until she was 
letter perfect. 
There were SHOO words in the state 
meut, but Mis. Grace never faltered 
once during its delivery. 
Tile bringing of Grace Into court on 
a stretcher was done by the prosecu­ 
tion in an effort to c ause the accused 
wife to break down, but It failed.

FATAL TO MIQRATINQ BIRDS 


Lighthouses 
KIU 
Many Thousands, 
Whish th# Hospers Dispose of 
In Ohy Markets. 


▲ w riter furnishes som a tin tin g 
figures concerning the havoc wrought 
among m igrating birds by Mg light* 
bouses. The lighthouse on tb s Pointe 
de Pen march, in Brittany, Fm&#**bae 
a revolving light of 30,000,000 w P % e 
power. 
Visiting this on November IO 
last year, and again on the twelfth, 
th e observer saw ten t of thousands of 
birds whirling round, and it aeemad 
to bim that the light shot out a per­ 
fect hall of electric sparks among the 
m igrants. Next morning he was pres­ 
e n t while the dead bodies were being 
collected. They are dispatched every 
day to Paris by train, and the “catch" 
he was told, often comprised from 
2.000 to 4,000 victim s; one morning 
alone there had been m n than SOO 
woodcock in the “bag.** 
On the two m ornings he was pres* 
e n t there w ere only a score of wood­ 
cock the first day, but on the second 
th e ground was littered with from OOO 
to 1,000 victims, 
chiefly 
blackbirds, 
ducks, woodcock, thrushes and golden 
plovers. Another offender la the light­ 
house sn B slls 
Ile, 
off tb s south 
coaat 
of Brittany. 
On two 
dark 
nights last Novem btr, with an east 
wind blowing, this light caused 
the 
deeth 
of 1,200 birds, Including 
cur­ 
lews, 
thrushes, snipe, starlings, over 
IOO woodcock and some sparrows and 
quails. 
Thirdly, the Pillar lighthouse 
kills every season some 700 woodcock. 
An old sportsm an of Normandy de­ 
clares that round the lighthouse of 
Barfleur last November there were 
picked up In the course of four nights 
10.000 birds of all aorta, including 
1,800 woodcock. 
The destruction of 
bird life by the hundreds of light­ 
houses elsew here can only be im ag­ 
ined.
